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Colonel 'illiam Allen was the name chosen for our Chapter because 
he was at one time the owner of Claremont Manot., This large estate was 
owned by the Allen family for many generations. 


Arthur Allen patented lands in Surry County, Virginia in 1649. In 
1655 he built a brick house which is known today as "Bacon's Castle’. 
John Allen of Claremont was a member of the House of Delegates from 1784 
to 1788, and again in 1791. He was a member of the Convention of 1788 
and of the Privy Council in 1799. Colonel William Allen was one of the 
descendants, 


William Allen qualified as Colonel of the Surry County, Virginia, 
Militia on May 25, 1764, and on Mey 23, 1775 was appointed County Lieuten- 
ant. (Surry County, Virginia Order Book); he served as a Colonel during 
the Kkevolutionary War; he made his will 9-4-1790, and it was probated 
September 24, 1792 in Surry County, Virginia; he mentioned his children 
showm below and his grandson, William Allen Harrison, in his will. 


This Colonel William Allen, son of Joseph Allen inherited the Mansion, 
"Claremont" (Surry County, Virginia), said to be a replica of Claremont 
in Surry, England, residence of {ueon Victoria's father, the Nuke of Kent. 


Colonel Allen married Mary, daughter of William Lightfoot of York- 
town and Tedington, Charles City County, Virginia, Burgess from that County 
in 1756-58. Mr. Lightfoot's wife was Mary Howell; he was the son of 
Colonel Philip Lightfoot of Gloucestex (D.1708) and Alice Corbin, daughter 
of Henry Corbin, a member of the Governor's Council, 


The children of Colonel jJilliam Allen and Mary Lightfoot were: 

(1) John, eldest son of "Claremont Manor", Surry County, Virginia 
was a member of the General Assembly 1784-88, member of the Convention of 
1788 and the Privy Council of 1799. ile bequeathed a communion service of 
silver to Colonial St. Andrew's Church of Albermarle Parish, which is now 
in use in the Episcopal Church at Courtland, Virginia. 

(2) Ann Armistead Allen married John Edloe. (1777-1833) 

(3) Martha Bland Allen Married Miles Selden. (1780-1814) 

(4) Mary Howell Allen married Carter Bassett Harrison. 

(5) William known as Colonel William Allen, born March 7, 1768, 
served as a Colonel of Militia in the War of 1812, and when he died in 
1831, he bequeathed "Claremont Manor’ to his great nephew William Griffin 
Orgain, who changed his surname to “Allen". 


The preceding information was taken from "Southside Virginia Families", 
Vol. I, Page 4, by John B. Boddie and from our Historical Sketch 1923-1930, 
by Eleanor Deverall Stewart, Begistrar. 
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The following is from "Colonial Surry" by Boddie; 


Surry was ‘leo invaded in the Var of 1812. Col. William Allen was 
in charge of the County Militia and he wrote the Governor on July 1, 1813 
as follows: "The day I wrote you from Cabin Point by mail, June 29th, I 
ordered my regiment to convene at Surry Court House the next day. Have 
at this time all the men that have arms on duty, to prevent, if possible, 
the British from committing depredations on the shores. Today I went 
down to Four Mile Tree, where I understood the British had landed from 
some of their barges; unfortunately they had returned about half an hour 
before I got there with two companies of Infantry, They are destroying 
all the stock and sheep and cattle they can find and the furniture in the 
houses, They took from Four Mile Tree and Mt. Pleasant this morning 
26 heed of sheep and the fowls, destroyed the furniture at Four Mile Tree 
and lit, Pleasant.
